Beyond Belief was released by 
Dayspring Records with some of 
the most extensive and creative 
promotions ever implemented by 
the company. Since the record 
was a summer release, retail 
outlets were offered a supply of 
sports beverage bottles, imprinted 
with the Beyond Belief medallion. 
The first bottles were free to those 
among the first to buy the new 
record. Additional beverage 
bottles were available on a limited 
basis at selected retailers. 
Christian radio stations in some of 
the country’s major cities 
participated in the roll-out of 
Beyond Belief, with contests that 
included as prizes trips, CD 
players, and Beyond Belief records 
and videos. 


Petra will be premiering the music 
from Beyond Belief, along with an 
entirely new stage production 
beginning in September. The 
Beyond Belief tour, projected to 
last through 1991, promises to be 
the most exciting and challenging 
in the band’s 18-year history. 
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Petra spent the first two weeks 
of June filming music videos for 
the Beyond Belief Video Album, 
which will be a first of its kind in 
Christian music. The Beyond 
Belief Video Album is actually a 
mini-movie about a young 
Christian who is challenged to 
put his Christian beliefs on the 
line during his senior year in high 
school. The project goes on to 
incorporate videos of six songs 
from Petra’s Beyond Belief album. 
The video album is the first time 
for Christian music videos to be 
incorporated in a dramatic story 
format, and is an effort by Petra 
to make their music relevant in 
yet another way in the lives of 
Christians. 


In the video, Chad is a typical 
Christian teenager who wants to 
get a track scholarship to the 
state university. His older 
brother, David, has coached him 
through the early season to 
improve his times. Their mother 
and father are recently-divorced, 
and Chad is struggling to come to 
grips with a relationship with his 
father. In the midst of all of this 
turmoil in Chad's life, his brother, 


David, learns he has cancer. With 


all of this happening, Chad 
struggles with the question, 
"What is his faith really worth?" 


The music videos that help answer 
the questions Chad faces were 
filmed in Oregon, Arizona, 
Oklahoma, and Peru. The project 
took Petra from the Pacific coast, 
where they experienced 50’ waves 
crashing around them, to a desert 
highway, to the impoverished 
streets of Lima, Peru, where they 
participated in real street 
evangelism as part of the project. 


The filming of the video was made 
possible in large part due to the 


assistance of American Airlines, 
which transported Petra, film crew, 


and 2,000 Ibs. of equipment over 
8,000 miles. Petra wishes to thank 
American Airlines for their 
unprecedented support in making 
the Beyond Belief Video Album 
possible.

Dear Petra, 


Hi from Brazil ! I’m an MK, and 
I’ve been living in Brazil for about 
16 years. I’min 10th grade, and 
I’ve been listening to your music 
for about 3 years now, and 
enjoying it greatly. Recently, my 
family moved to a néw location, 
and as a result I’m now at a 
boarding school. That’s where 
my problems started. The people 
running the school and the dorms 
seem to feel that any sort of rock 
music is evil (or at least they’re 
afraid it’s going to affect the kids 
adversly in some way). 

They won't let us listen, to ae 
anything “faster"than Sandi Patti 
or Steve Green. The'reason I’m 
writing you is because sometimes 
I’m at loss as to how to answer 
some of their remarks about 
Christian rock, so I'd be very 
interested in your reply to some 
of the questions below. 


Firstly, the beat itself. Most 
controversy centers around the 
beat. How do you know that the 
beat itself is not evil? Also, I’ve 


‘heard of tests being done that - 


supposedly show how the beat 
can effect humans (and even 
animals) in ways that are 
immoral, or at least. unpleasing to 
God in one way or another. 

What can you say about this 
aspect of your music as a 
Christian? 


Secondly, can you say without any 
doubt in your mind that GOD has 
called you to the work you do? 
Have you seen real, widespread 
results of your ministry, especially 
during concerts? How can I know 
that Petra and other bands are not 
in the business under a "Christian" 
name simply because it’s an area 
where there’s a market for money - 
that you guys aren’t just out to get 
money and fame? Can you vouch 
for other Christian groups, such as 
Stryper, White Heart, Shout, etc.? 


. Have you ever had reason to 


suspect any Christian group as 
being fake? 


. draw inappropriate attention 


Thirdly, what about hairstyles, 
music style, and the manner in 


_which your concerts are performed 


in relation to the commonly-cited 
"do not conform yourselves to the 
pattern of this world" verse? 
Sometimes I, myself, wonder 
about groups like Stryper. 


Someday I’d like to see one of 
your concerts. (I almost got to go 
to D.C. ’88, but it didn’t work out.)
